Holiday death toll

The traffic death toll on the nation’s streets, roads and high­ 
ways passed the 300 mark Sunday as New Year’s travelers 
started their journey homew ard from a three-day holiday. 
The weekend death count started at 6 p.m. local time Thursday 
and continued until midnight Sunday. The National Safety 
Council estimated that in this period traffic fatalities would total 
350 to 450. 
Over last year’s four-day New Year’s observance, 416 persons 
died in traffic accidents. The worst New Year’s holiday was in 
1965, when 564 persons died in vehicle accidents.

Faulty television caused fatal blaze

and spread, has been pinpointed 
as the cause of a Royersford fire 
which took the lives of two teen­ 
age boys Dec, 27', It was learned 
Sunday night. 
F ire 
o fficia ls 
said 
the 
television, located in the center 
of the John Clevenstine family 
living room, caught fire and 
quickly spread throughout the 
room.. 


“ My folks were having trouble 
with 
the 
instant-eye 
type 
television 
they 
had 
recently 
p u r c h a s e d ,” 
sa id 
John 
Clevenstine Jr., brother of the 
two youths killed in the blaze. 


“ The 
transformer 
would 
become very hot, and fire of­ 
ficials believe it shorted causing 
the fire," he said. 
Clevenstine noted the family 
had been watching the television 
before retiring to bed the night

before the fire which killed 
David, 18, and 14-year-oid Mark. 
The fire spread to highly

The family busied them,selves

Editorial: 
Hope 


An aura of tragedy linger* over the 
memories of the past holiday season, as 
thoughts return to the two teen-age boys who 
lost their lives when their home was con­ 
sumed by fire just two days after Christmas. 
The John Clevenstine family found sorrow 
instead of joy in this joyous season when it 
lost David, 18, and Mark. 14. a week ago. 
Still, the aftermath of that great tragedy 
brought a kind of hope, springing from the 
realization that perhaps what Christmas 
symbolizes has not gone out of our lives. 
John and Margaret Clevenstine and their 
two surviving children, learned very quickly 
that they were not alone in their grief. And 
they were not alone in their effort to pick up 
the pieces and put together a new life. 
They found they had friends. Probably 
more friends than they knew- they had. 
Probably some they had never even met, but 
whose hearts went out to the grieving family. 


They found their family almost extended to 
include the congregation of Royersford 
Baptist Church, so great was the response of 
the church members. They found the words 
“brother" and “sister." applied to fellow 
church members, meant just that. 
The church members helped with their 
prayers, and words, of comfort, and with 
many offers of material assistance. 
Other residents of the Spring-Ford area 
joined in the expressions of grief, and more 
offers of help— food, clothing, furniture—are 
pouring in. 
The O evenstines will need it. They lost 
everything in the house, and they will have to 
start from nothing, when they find a new 
home or return to the charred shell of the old 
one. 
Another area family was left homeless 
after a Christmas night fire. Leon and Gloria 
Wagner and their five children still are 
staying with relatives since their Limerick 
home was gutted. 
Although the Wagner family survived the 
blaze intact, the loss of the home was a hard 
blow. But they too have found friends—many 
people eager to help, offering food, clothing 
and furniture. 
So the outpouring for the Clevenstines was 
not an oddity. There are people out there who 
care about others. There probably are more 
people like that than most of us think. 
At the funeral for David and Mark, the 
Rev. Paul Schoonmaker spoke not of grief, 
but of hope and new beginnings. 
Judging from the love and kindness shown 
to the families who found misfortune instead 
of joy this holiday season, perhaps there is 
good reason to hope for better days ahead. As 
long as people care about each other, things 
have to get better. 
After a Christmas season marked by 
tragedy, it will be nice to go into the New 
Year filled with hope.

is laid to rest

The 
tree-lined 
neighborhood 
was 
his 
dome in—the tiny church his castle. 
He ruled there almost half a century in a 
stately, fatherly manner. 
The tall, distinguished man baptized his 
small flock as babies, married them as 
exuberant youngsters, and buried them as 
adults. 
Francis L. Mock us was born 82 years ago 
in the tiny village of Tryskial, Lithuania, 
near the Baltic Sea. The province belonged to 
Imperial Russia. So when he received his 
vocation to become a priest he left his family 
and studied in St. Petersburg where he was 
ordained in 1917. just two months after the 
oeginning of the Russian revolution. 
He escaped the turmoil of the striking 
factory workers when he was given his first 
assignment, in the cold, desolate villages of 
Siberia. 
But his wish was to come to the United 
States. Thousands of his countrymen were 
migrating to the new land each year, filled 
with dreams of good, jobs and a better life. In 
1923. his prayers were answered and he 
became an assistant pastor in Connecticut 
and later in Baltimore. 
In 1927 he was offered a parish of his own. 
He never heard of the tiny coal mining 
community in Pennsylvania, but he learned! 
there was a Lithuanian parish waiting for 
him. 
His parish was almost a community within 
the small town. Most of the members lived 
within walking distance of the church. .Some 
had businesses (two bars and a butcher 
shop) in the same block. 
St. John’s never flourished, but it survived. 
And although the Sunday collections never 
m atched the take of the larger parishes, 
Father Mock us never com. plained, from the 
pulpit or in private. 
The tiny church weathered some hard 
times, but somehow it survived. There was 
the Great Depression, World War II, and 
several fires. He’d pray for his form er altar 
boys who were killed at Pearl Harbor and on 
the beaches of Normandy. 
The entire community loved and respected 
his spirit of never quitting. His confessional 
box drew more people on a Saturday evening 
than the other churches combined. We'd joke 
that this was because of his “easy pen- 
nance", but much of it was because people 
just felt comfortable with him. 
He was totally involved in his parish, from 
visiting the sick, to tending bar at parish 
functions. 
But then the mines closed. There was no 
work for the men in the parish. And slowly 
they started moving away, to the cities, out 
of state, anywhere that offered a new start.. 
Changes also came to the Catholic Church. 
The “New Mass" caused him some con­ 
sternation. 
“Who wants to say Mass on a kitchen 
table?" he’d ask. 
The 
size 
of 
the 
parish 
dwindled. 
Economically it wasn’t practical to keep it 
going. Fuel bills and repair costs were 
enough to choke it out of existence. But 
somehow he kept it going, even when only a 
handful of people showed up for 8 a.m.. Mass 
on Sundays. 
His health also started failing, but he never 
complained. The altar boy had to help him up 
and down the steps during Mass. He needed 
assistance in distributing Holy Communion. 
The big black Buick he once drove never 
left the garage. The hospital visits had to be 
curtailed. 
Two years ago the entire community 
turned out to honor him on his 50th an­ 
niversary as a priest. He 'was at a loss for 
words. He wept and many wept with him. 
Several weeks ago that gigantic heart, 
which survived conflict in his homeland, 
several freezing winters in Siberia and 82 
-years of complete dedication to God and his 
floe k , stopped be a ting.. 
His battle was over. 
The doors to his church will probably be 
padlocked. It’s doubtful if the diocese will 
send a replacement to keep the parish, going. 
The other two churches in the com. munity 
can easily incorporate the few remaining 
parishioners at St. John’s. 
And when that lock is secured, a big part of 
a small community also will die. 
Francis. L. Mock us will never be canonized 
by the Catholic Church. So many are called 
and so few are chosen. But it doesn't matter. 
To the people of his town, he’s been a saint 
for many years.

Paneling and fires: 


Sheets not required to be flame-resistant

The plywood paneling used 
to 
refinish 
a 
room 
or 
decorate a wall, m ay be ju -t 
the thing needed to beautify a 
room. But if the m aterials 
are 
not 
flame1 
proof 
the 
paneling 
could 
act 
as 
a 
conductor in wiping out a 
hom e with a fire. 


In Pennsylvania, there is 
no law requiring the sale of 
flam e-resistan t 
paneling. 
Nor do many local govern­ 
m ents mandate such sales, 
according 
to 
a 
Pottstown 
official. 


Sales of 4 by § foot strips of 
paneling ha vein ere a sed by 
m ore than 50 per cent over 
the past ive years in the area, 
and 
the 
majority 
of 
the 
m aterials is not flam e proof. 


“ The only area I know that 
req u ires 
fla m e-resista n t 
paneling is New Y ork,” said 
Wayne Most, a spokesman 
for Frederick Brothers Inc., 
H anover and East streets. 
“ The 
m a jority 
of 
the 


paneling around this area is 
not flam e proof. It would cost 
between $2 to $3 more a strip 
to have the special coating 
applied 
to it to 
make it 
resistant,” he said. 


Mest said few people in the 
a re a actually conider this 
safety factor when buying 
paneling. “ We usually have 
to send to New York City for 
the 
m aterials,” 
Mest 
ex­ 
plained. “ I believe the city 
has 
a 
fire 
code 
which 
requires all the m aterials be 
flam e proof.” 


There has been discussion 
in enacting such a code for 
Pottstow n, but according to 
Carroll 
Mattingly, 
P ott­ 
stow n’s inspection director, 
the talk has ended.

speaking 
about a new fire code, you’re 
talking about stepping on a 
lot 
of people’s 
toes,” 
i’d 
Richard Moser, borough fire 
ch ief.”1 
wouldn’t

Moser said the wax-like 


finish 
on 
most 
plywood 
paneling greatly contributes 
to

cheap stuff can really wipe 
you out. It becomes a flash 
fire and quickly spreads to 
the ceilings, curtains, and 
other item s in its path,” he 
said. 


The fire chief added of­ 
ficials 
were successful 
in 
banning the use of plastic 
coatings for furnishings in 
the area. He said the plastic 
trim m ing on chairs, tables 
and walls was the worst fire 
conductor he has seen in his 
45 years with the fire com ­ 
pany.

pocket of air 
extends from the floor to the 
ceiling, which in the case of a 
fire, would allow the flames 
to spread quickly between 
the paneling and the wall.” 


By placing the strips both 
vertically and hor izontally, 
the 
pockets 
of 
air

reduced. “ And, the squares 
help to prevent the flame 
from spreading,” he said. 


Mattingly added a mastic 
glue 
which 
adheres 
the 
paneling directly to the wall, 
is 
also 
helpful 
in

Hunger-striking inmates

’about 370 hunger-striking Arab 
prisoners from Israeli-occupied 
Arab territories, government 
officials said Sunday.

Ian Smith rejects British role in Rhodesia power shift 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP> 
— Prime Minister Ian Smith has 
flatly rejected the idea of a 
direct British role in the tran­ 
sition to black majority rule in 
Rhodesia, sources said Sunday. 
The new proposals were 
presented to Smith at a two-hour 
meeting Saturday with Ivor 
Richard, British chairman of 
the Geneva conference on the 
future of this former British 
colony. The conference is 
«deadlocked over the com­ 
position of an interim, govern­ 
ment leading to black rule. 
Before leaving Sunday for 
talks with South African 
leaders, Richard told a news 
conference he would return to 
Salisbury in about 10 days. 
**1 think the thing that has 
impressed me most has been the 
ovvious desire of ail the people I 
have seen for an end to the war, 
a peaceful settlement and an 
orderly transition,*’ said 
Richard, who is shuttling bet­ 
ween black and white capitals in 
southern Africa in an effort to 
get the Geneva talks moving 
again. 
Sources close to the Smith- 
Richard discussions said 
Richard proposed an interim 
council of ministers, for 
Rhodesia that would probably 
be dominated by blacks and 
would have a British-appointed 
chairman. 
He also recommended that 
London control Rhodesia *s 
police and military forces 
during the transition, which 
would lead to black rule by 
March 1977, the sources said. 
They said Smith reaffirmed 
his previous position — that such 
conditions violate an agreement 
he says he reached with 
Secretaryof State Henry A. 
Kissinger last September on a

¡general in the Israeli army who 
¡heads the Council for Israeli- 
Palest inian Peace, told 
reporters his group held a series 
of about two dozen meetings in 
Pam with members of the PLO, 
an umbrella group headed by 
Yasir Arafat. He did not identify 
the Palestinians. 
“ This is an historic 
development.” said Peled. who 
added that the meetings began 
in September and resulted in a 
joint statement Jan. 1. 
Peled said a member of the 
PLO leadership affirmed in the 
statement “that the PLO is 
dedicated to the policy of 
striving for a peaceful solution 
of the Israeli-Palestinian con­ 
flict on the basis of mutual ac­ 
ceptance of the principle of 
freedo m, sovereignty and 
security for both people." 
He said the PLO leader en­ 
dorsed the council’s manifesto 
that states both Jews and 
Palestinian Arabs have national 
identities and rights to in­ 
dependent homelands In 
Palestine. It also says Israel’s 
borders should be the lines that 
prevailed before the 1967 Middle 
East war, with changes as 
agreed among the combatants. 
Peled said former French 
Premier Pierre Mondes-France 
was an obsctvor at one of the 
meetings, which was held at 
M ende*-F r a nce’s home. 
At Sunday’s regular cabinet 
meeting. Prime Minister Yit­ 
zhak Rabin repeated Israel’s 
long-standing policy that rejects 
the idea of negotiating with the 
PLO. Israel has said it would 
a e c e p t * o m e n o n - P L 0 
Palestinians as part of a Jor­ 
danian delegation, however. 
Israel’s refusal to talk to the 
PLO, which it views as strictly a 
terrorist organization, is one of 
the main stumbling blocks to 
reconvening the Middle East 
peace conference in Geneva. 
Peled said his peace council 
would "try to persuade public 
opinion and the Israeli govern­ 
ment to direct themselves to the 
goals of peace in our 
manifesto.” 
The council has about 120 
m em bers, including in- 
tellcctuals, artists and a few 
members of opposition parties 
in parliament.

British colonial rule in 1965, 
Issued a statement saying it 
believed Richard would be of­ 
fering a “take it or leave it 
package'' on his new diplomatic 
mission. Richard denied this, 
Richard looked glum Sunday 
when he arrived at Waterkloof 
military airbase near Pretoria, 
South Africa, where he was 
joined by British Ambassador 
Sir Richard Scott, The two men 
flew in Richard’s hired 
executive jet to the southern 


coastal city of Port Elizabeth, 
where Richard has scheduled 
private talks Monday with South 
African Prime Minister John 
Vorsler. 
Richard has already con­ 
ferred with President Kenneht 
Kaunda of Zambia. After 
meeting with Sough African 
leaders, he is scheduled to visit 
Botswana, Mozambique and 
Tanzania, other black states 
supporting the Rhodesia black 
nationalists.

Arson, murder charges 
filed for 'revenge' fire 


NEW YORK < A P ) — Two men 
were 
arrested 
Sunday

charged with arson and murder 
for

"revenge" fire that killed 25 
partygoers in a Bronx social 
club last October. 
Charged were Jose Antonio 
Cordero. 
40, 
an 
unemployed 
salesman, and Hector Lopez, 17, 
also unemployed. 
Cordero, who has a wife and 
two children, had "a lover’s 
quarrel" with a girlfriend he 
had brought to the Puerto Rican 
Social Club and returned in a 
rage with friends to set the fire, 
Bronx Dist. Atty. Mario Merola 
said. 


The district attorney said the 
girlfriend was one of those who 
perished in the fire, but he did 
not name her, saying he was 
"not at liberty" lodoso. 
Merola said he expected more 
arrests, but he did not specify 
how many others were thought 
to have been with Cordero and 
the youth when they allegedly 
set the fire shortly before 2:30 
a.m. Sunday, Oct. 24. 
The second-story, 20-by-40 foot 
room 
where the social club 
operated was turned into an 
inferno by the fire that rose up 
from the only stairwell leading 
out. In addition to the dead, 
about two dozen others were 


injured, 
some 
while 
making 
their escapes by jumping out 
windows. 
"It was a revenge fire as we at 
first suspected," said Merola. 
He said an "enraged" Cordero 
walked out on the party at the 
social club and returned' with 
friends to throw a liquid on the 
stairwell. 


He said the liquid contained 
gasoline, 
probably 
obtained 
from a service station in the 
neighborhood. 


He did not say just who it was 
who threw the liquid, nor did he 
say who touched off the fire or 
what he used.

‘‘They’re almost in the town of 
Cloque! right» now," Romano 
Stovanoff said Sunday, while her 
husband was off keeping an eye 
on the animals as they strayed 
onto the Virgil Olson farm. "We 
don’t know how to handle the 
problem,, but we may have to kill 
them." 
The 
Stoyanoffs 
operate 
a 
restaurant a few miles south­ 
west of Duluth and have kept 
buffalo for breeding stock the 
past nine years on their 200-acre 
ranch. 
Twenty-six of the animals 
broke through a six-foot barbed- 
wire fence Tuesday night. The 
buffalo 
roam ed 
across 
In­ 
te rstate Highway 35 W and a car 
struck one animal, killing it. 
Mrs. 
Stoyanoff says many 
people have called, some of­ 
fering advice on how to round up 
buffalo and others wanting to 
buy the meat, or the hides, or the 
heads. 
She said her husband con­ 
tacted a South Dakota rancher 
who has about 3,500 buffalo on 
50,000 acres. 
"He didn’t know what to tell 
us," she said, “because the 
environment is so different here. 
He said the best thing to do is not 
to' have .people around." 
But there have been numerous 
sightseers 
around 
the 
wan­ 
dering buffalo, she said, and two 
helicopters tended to spook the 
herd:. 
Can you round them up with 
horses? 
"That doesn't do any good,” 
Mrs. Stoyanoff replied. “ Buffalo 
just go their own way, and 
horses don’t help much."

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Heating fuel plentiful in state, but prices are higher

Pennsylvanians 
will have 
plenty of fuel oil and natural gas 
to ward off the chill of what 
promises 
to 
be 
the state’s 
coldest winter in a decade. But 
they’ll have to shell out from $10 
to $30 more a month to keep as 
warm as they did last year. 
It’s 
an 
ironic 
turn-around 
from three years ago at the 
height of the Arab oil embargo. 
Fuel prices were 40 per cent less 
but supplies were scarce. 
“ We have plenty of oil — all 
you can get,” said Richard 
O ‘ H anlon,an 
I ndependen t 
Philadelphia fuel dealer “ It’s 
the price that’s killing us now.” 
Weather monitors in the state 
estimate this heating season will 
be 50 to 85 per cent colder this 
year. Coupled with colder than 
normal temperatures in the fall, 
the heating season could last for 
as long as seven months. 
O 'H a it Ion 
fig u re s 
h is 
customers run out of oil about 
seven days earlier than they did 


last year, meaning 400 to 500 
more gallons of oil Is being used. 
With oil retailing at about 44 
cents a gallon — about four 
cents more than it was two 
months ago — that means $225 to 
'I2801 more in fuel bills. 
Natural gas consumption has 
risen from 60 to 100 per cent so 
far this winter, according to 
Harry Ottey, vice president of 
UGI Inc. 
But gas companies across the 
state don’t expect to cut back on 
residential service. They have, 
however, frozen their markets 
and limited their big industrial 
customers. 
“ The industry has been saying 
we’ll have some problems in a 
real cold winter,” Ottey said.

The killing was the second of 
the new year. A 15-month-old 
baby, Graham Dougan. died in a 
terrorist bomb blast Saturday in 
a Belfast suburb. The deaths 
brought to at least 1,688 the 
number known killed in more 
than seven years of sectarian 
warfare in Ulster. 
An army spokesman said the 
soldier was gunned down in 
Crossmaglen, a small town on 
the 
border 
with

Irish 
Republic. The guerrillas fled 
with no apparent casualties, he 
said. 
Crossmaglen is at the center 
of an area controlled! by the 
IR A ’s Provisional wi g known as 
"bandit country." where almost 
50 British soldiers have been 
killed in the last four years. 
The mainly Roman Catholic 
IRA wants to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland and unite the 
predom inantly 
Protestant 
province with the neighboring 
Irish Republic, which is 96 per 
cent Catholic. 
The 
guerrillas 
said 
in 
a 
statement issued after a brief 
undeclared Christmas truce that 
they plan to intensify their 
campaign in 1977. 
Another statement, issued by

Provisionals during the three- 
day cease-fire. The army never 
formally recognises IRA truces.

killed the Dougan baby, but 
some security sources blamed 
the IRA.

In another development, the 
Sunday Times reported that 
police believe they now know the 
identity of two IRA guerrillas 
who allegedly kidnaped West 
German industrialist Thomas 
Niedermayer in Belfast three 
years ago.

As the colder weather sets in 
and the furnaces in our houses 
are go ing, the air In our homes 
tends to 
become dryer 
and 
dryer. This is not good for most 
of us, nor for most of our plants, 
many of which require high 
humidity, like the ever-pnpular 
African 
violet, 
the 
sensitive 
plant, patience plant and so 
many others. 
I have heard many complaints 
lately about houseplant leaves 
yellowing and drying, dropping 
off one by one until the plant 
expires, 
T his 
condition 
is 
usually 
due 
to 
a 
lack 
of 
humidity. 


Often accom panying this poor 
growing 
condition 
is 
an 
in­ 
festation of spider mites, which 
thrive in hot, dry conditions. 
They cannot be seen unless you 
tap the plant gently over a piece 
of very white paper. 
Once they take hold, the plants 
m ust first be sprayed with a 
contact insecticide inside a box 
turned 
on 
its 
side 
in 
the 
basement, if it is too cold out­ 
doors. I personally hate doing 
this 
indoors, 
and often 
will 
heave the plant out rather than 
do any spraying indoors. 
There are, however, several 
measures to take to increase the 
hum idity for your plants. Some 
people take their plants to the 


sink each day and mist them 
with a fine, lukewarm water 
spray. I picked up one of those 
little brass-colored misters as a 
Christmas gifl for my wife, but I 
jumped the gun and we've been 
using it for days. 
Another method is to set the 
plants in a container on top of a 
layer of pebbles 
which 
are 
standing in w ater up to just 
below the tops of the pebbles. 
Keeping the plants together also 
helps a bit to maintain humidity. 
If light conditions are right, a 
bathroom 
w here 
frequent 
showers are taken, or above a 
kite hen sink, are two rather 
good! spots for humidity.

about 
starting 
plants

things they have bought to eat — 
for exam ple, pineapple tops, 
avocado and grapefruit seeds. 
Som e of these can be made into 
attractiv e plants, and are good 
children’s projects to consider 
during the'Christmas holidays. 
The most common method of 
planting an avocado pit is to 
stick three toothpicks into it and 
suspend it in a glass of water so 
that the base just touches the 
water. The pit should be rinsed 
first, and when buying, choose 
the ripest avocado you can find. 
This 
method 
is rather in­ 
teresting because you can ob­ 
serve the roots growing, but so 
often the water turns bad and 
the balance is precarious; in 
general, it is much more simple 
to plant the pit in the pot in 
which it is to grow, about a 
seven-inch one. 
Plant the pit, flatter end down, 
with about one-third of the pit 
left exposed to the tight so it will 
g erm in ate . 
This 
som etim es 
takes months, I should warn 
you. The pit should be watered 
as soon as it is planted, with 
lukewarm water, and kept very 
humid, or else invert a glass 
over It. 
Once the pit germ inates, add a 
layer of hum in to cover the pit, 
and to protect any roots that 
may rise to the surface. Don’t 
expect fruit, because the indoor 
gardener just cannot duplicate 
the natural conditions of an 
avocado farm, but you will have 
an attractive plant. 
It can be cut back when it 
reaches about six inches. Take a 
couple of inches off the top and it 
will 
branch out for a 
more 
compact plant. 
Next week, look for some tips 
on 
growing 
pineapple 
tops, 
yam s, grapefruit seeds, sun­ 
flower seeds and others.

Sen ate J tid: Id a ry subcom m ittee 
on administrative practice and 
procedure.

CHICAGO (UP!) - It was 
advertised as a super deal—an 
electronic, digital watch with a 
s i l v e r r ho d i u m finish, 
guaranteed for a year, and all 
for J16.95 
"Over one million sold at 
much higher prices," the 
ha If page ad in Parade Magazine 
said. "Now order direct and get 
tremendous savings on all these 
features." 
As many as 100.OGO persons 
responded to the mail order 
offer and to similar ads in 
newspapers and TV Guide 
magazine. They sent a check or 
money order to Teltronics, Ltd., 
in the Chicago suburb of Des 
Plaines. 
None got a watch, although 
the ads promised that "orders 


received by Dec. 17, 1976, will be 
delivered before Christmas." 
The Illinois attorney general's 
office said Thursday the 
nationwide advertising cam­ 
paign was part of a scheme to 
defraud consumers of up to $1.8 
million, the biggest such con­ 
sum er scandal in recent 
memory. 
But company president John 
Rodine, who is in Mexico City 
and has not decided whether to 
return to the United States, said 
"it’s all a mistake," according 
to the attorney general’s office. 
The money collected by the 
suburban Des Plaines company 
was deposited in four Chicago 
area banks. Then Rodine left for 
Mexico. The Teltronics offices 
closed and the telephones were 


disconnected. Rodine was able 
to transfer more than $700,000 
out of the country before the 
attorney general’s office put a 
freeze on the bank accounts, 
Scott’s office said. 
W e d n e s d a y , 
R o d i n e 
telep h o n ed the attorn ey 
general’s office from Mexico 
City and spoke with Donald 
Mulak, chief of the Consumer 
Fraud Division. 
"He said he wanted me to 
release my impoundment of his 
bank accounts," Mulak said 
T h u rsd ay . "H e said he 
threatened the banks with 
lawsuits for breaching their 
relationships with him. I said, i 
don’t know if you can do that.' 
"He said he needed the money 
because he’s closing the deal on 


a big contract, buying a 
manufacturing company down 
there. I said, 'Look, what you 
should do is get an extension of 
time, for a week and come back 
here with an attorney.’"

Barclay and Shaw, the ad­ 
vertising: firm which placed the 
ad in Parade, were unavailable 
for comment Thursday.

The State Department says 
six nations for which 13.7 billion 
in U.S. military assistance and 
sales have been earmarked this 
fiscal year have violated human 
rights. But it recommends that 
aid to the countries be con­ 
tinued.

mittee and released Saturday by 
the panel. 
A cqmmittee spokesman said 
the committee singled out the

In recommending continued 


aid to the nations, the State 
Department cited such reasons 
as strategic importance and the 
maintenance

relations,

"The meeting was sup­ 
posed to be a procedure 
meeting only," Rauco said.

we were against that unless it

up of local people because 
outsiders don’t know the area 
and the problems here." 
NO ONE FROM the Pott­ 
sgrove AA was present when 
the second rejection was 
formalized. The letter Rauco 
received further infuriated 
him."There are errors in the 
letter," Rauco pointed out. 
"Reinhard said we’re pulling 
from an area of 40,000, and 
we’re not. We’re only going to 
draw from 13,000. Pottstown 
can still draw from 27,000." 
Rauco ^Iso challenged a 
contention that a second 
franchise would create 
hardships by splitting up 
friends. 
The crux of the problem, 
however, concerns a zoning 
rule which came into effect in 
1975. And Pottstown's zoning 
figure is 40.000. 
“The only thing I can say,” 
said Pat Sundstrom, "is that 


the Legion has backed what 
the rulebook says.

By The Associated Press 
"All year long I haven’t 
waived my finger in the air and I 
haven't worn a No. 1 button." 
said Pittsburgh Coach Johnny 
Majors.

Tuesday, but Pitt certainly 
staked a solid claim to the 
national title Saturday with an 
impressive 27-3 conquest of No. 5 
Georgia in the Sugar Bowl.
